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[57] ABSTRACT 

In a correction tape dispenser, wherein a backing ribbon 
carrying a layer of correcting composition is fed from a 
supply spool (2) around the edge (6) of an applicator tip 
(10) used to press the tape against a paper surface (P) to 
transfer the layer of correcting composition onto the 
paper, and back to a take-up spool (3), a tape guide 
system (11,12; 22,23) is provided near the tip to redirect 
the tape, the tip edge (6) being at an angle to the feed 
direction so that the body of the tape dispenser may be 
held in a forwardly and downwardly inclined orienta- 
tion similar to that in which a writing instrument is 
normally held.
